creases the yield of potatoes. 


Late blight always starts to de- 


velop during cool, damp weather. 
Hot, dry weather retards its de- 
velopment. . 


The Bordeaux mixtures is made 


by dissolving 4 pounds blue vitriol 
in 20 gallons of water; 4 pounds

quicklime is then 
slaked and

gallons, the two are mixed, more 
water being added to make a to- 
tal of 50 gallons of the mixture.
